Firft, then, the Advantages we have gain'd by the 
Convention, are, in my Opinion, viſible; though, I am 
forry to fay it, all Manner of Endeavours have been 
uſed to nurſe up a Spirit of Diſſatisfaction, and even 
Diſaffection in the Nation. I hope, however, and 
flatter myſelf; theſe Endeavours have proved ineffec- 
tual. The Advantages then gain'd are, that 'the Ca- 
thulick King, after having dedyFted what appeared due 
to Spain, (for Spain had Demands upon Great Britain, 
as well as we upon - that Crown ) has agreed to pay 
Ninety five thouſand Pounds Sterling, for a Ballance, 


which has been admitted, as due to the Crown and

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Subjects of Great Britain, to the End that the above 
mention'd Sum, together with the Amount of what has 
been acknowledged, on the Part of Great Britain to be 
due to Spain, on her Demands, may be employ'd by 
his Britannick Majefty, for the Satisfaction of his Sub- 
jects upon the Crown of Spain : The Sum is not only 
agreed to be paid, but the Time of Payment is ſtipu- 


lated, and limited to four Months from the Exchange 


of the Ratifications, and it is to be paid in London. 
Now, I would fain ask, what more could any rea- 
ſonable Man expect or defire? Would it have been 
Juſt in us, to demand Sati Faction of the Spaniards for 
Damages ſuffer d, and Loſſes ſuſtaind by us, and to 
have deny'd at the ſame Time to make them an ade- 
quate Compenſation for Damages ſuffer'd by them ?

ſubfiſting between the two Crowns. But, fays the 
honourable Gentleman. who ſpoke laft, they deſire yet 
more; they deſire not only Satisfaction for Damages 
done, and Loſfes ſuffer d, but. for terrible Inſults, and 
Injuries. Very good; to the firſt Part I reply Satiſ⸗ 
faction is given; and to the latter, that the Court of 
Spain have not thought fit to juſtify any of their Sub- 
jets, in offering ſuch Inſults and Injuries. 

This being premiſed, I ſhall not be aſhamed, to ask 
; once more the Queſtions, propoſed by my hanourable 
Friend: Would any Man in his Senſes have us go to 
War, when we have gain'd all we could reaſonably ex- 
pett without it? And is not Peace infinitely prefer- 
able to a Rupture, eſpecially to a trading Nation? 

J grant, indeed, if a proper Spirit in the People 


were the only Thing to be regulated, they have been 
artfally work'd up into ſuch a 'Temper, that they have 
breathed nothing but Fire and Sword. But, alas! this 


is entirely owing, to its having been repreſented to 
them, that Succeſs was inevitable; and were it not ſo, 


how long have a giddy Populace been thought proper 


Judges, what Meafures ought to be taken, for the 


publick Welfare? Would they not be the firſt, to 


raiſe a Clamour againſt the M——y, ſhould they pre- 
cipitately involve us in an expenſive War; and eſpe- 
cially ſhould that War prove unſucceſsful? And who 
dare to determine beforehand what will be the Iſſue of 


any Rupture? *Twere Blaſphemy to attempt it. 


People may plraſèe themſelves, with what fine Fan- 
cies they will; and, becauſe the Spaniards have Gold 
and Silver Mines, and Plate Fleets, fondly imagine 
they ſhould gain the Indies, by engaging in a War with 
them. If all this can be perform'd with ſo much Eaſe, 
why was it not done in all Queen Annes War? And 
yet, it is very well known, that had not the grand 
Fleet of both England and Holland, received Intelli- 
. gence accidentally, 15 the Arrival of the Spaniſh Gal- 
leons at Vigo, we ſhould have had no great Reaſon to 
have boaſted of « our Captures from that Nation; nay, 
1 even 


— 
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even as it was, the Soldiers, Sailors, and Officers, 
might perhaps get conſiderably, but the Publick were 
very little Gainers by that Expedition; it is even a 
Queſtion, whether there was enough brought into the 
Treafury to defray the Charges thereof. | 

Therefore, before we engage in a War, we ſhould 
do well, to conſider what Allies we can depend on, 
and what Aſſiſtance our Enemy may probably expect; 
and if we do this, I am ſorry to ſay, I am very much 

afraid, we ſhall find this is by no Means a proper 
JunE&ure, for ſuch an important Undertaking : Where- 
fore, I conclude, our Superiors have done for the: 
beſt, in agreeing to the preſent Convention : And that 
we ſhall do the ſame, in approving thereof, as was pro- 
poſed, by my honourable Friend, 
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The third Gentleman having thus concluded, with 
ſeconding the Fir/t, a Fourth, who was of con- 
trary Sentiments, roſe up; and expreſſed himſelf

h honouroble Gentleman who ſpoke laſt, ha- 


ving charged my worthy Friend, who ſpoke 
betore him, with having taken a premeditated Reſolu- 
tion, to diſapprove of eyery Thing, which has of late 
been tranſacted, I take myſelf to be included in this 
Cenſure, and riſe up to juſtify myſelf, and ſo many 
other honourable Gentlemen, my Friends, whoſe Con- 
duct J have always approved; and with whom I am ſo 
far from being aſhamed of being join'd on this Occaſion, 
that I am proud of the Honour. 
Becauſe my worthy Friend, with many more honou- 
rabls Gentlemen, and myſelf, have conſtantly diſap- 
| „ proved 
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proved of almoſt all the Meaſures, which have been 
puriued of late, we are told, in Effect, that we were 


premeditately reſolved not to like when good; and that 


the better they were, the more we ſhould. have diſ- 
liked them. In Behalf of thoſe Gentlemen, and my- 
ſelf, I deny this; and can't hep faying, I think it 
would have been full as candid, and as reaſonable, to 
have aſcribed our Refuſal; to concur with the Mea- 
. ſures purſued of late, to its real Motives; which were 
our thinking them not conſiſtent either with the Ho- 
nour, or Welfare of our Country.

What adds to their Merit, is, that they have been

a Proof that they knew nothing of the Matter? Alas! 
Ho long have the Secrets of our Britiſh Negotiations | 

been reckon'd fo impenetrable? It. is notorious that it 
was ſo far otherwiſe; and that not only ſeveral of our 
Merchants, but even the Bulk of the People were ap- 
prized of the Subſtance thereof, long before it was 
publiſn C0.

The honourable Gentleman, who ſpoke laſt, proceeds 

to be a little more extraordinary in his Aſſertiogs, than 
he was before; and to aſſume to himſelf a Prerogative, 
which I never yet heard aſcribed to any but to the Crea · 
tor of the Univerſe; I mean that of knowing the Se- 
crets of Mens Hearts.

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All I ſhall anſwer, to the Suggeſtion, that the People 
have been artfully wrought up into their preſent Tem- 
per, of breathing nothing but Fire and Sword, by ha- 
ving Succels repreſented to them as certain, is, that I 
believe, the repeated Injuries offer d to their Country- 
men, by the Spaniards, of which, all our News- 
Papers have been full for theſe many Tears, are not 
only ſufficient to fire any Briton, but would be more 
than ſufficient (were the Tables turn d) to fire even any 
Spaniard, or any other Nation, if there be any Nation 
more cowardly in the Univerſe, That the People are 
proper Judges what Meaſures ought to be taken, or, 
that they ought to be entirely depended upon, is, I be- 
. lieve, what no Body will aſſert; but I am of Opinion, 
were a Rupture judged neceſſary, any M-----y would 
rather engage in a War, when the whole Body of the 
| People (who are to bear the Brunt thereof) are eager 
for it, than when they are averſe thereto ; and would 
think it a very lucky Circumſtance in their Favour.

Jam far from admitting, however, that we are in

as formerly, when we had no ſuch Rivals? No- Man 
in his Senſes. Will fay it. 

But if we muſt needs diſcharge our Spleen ſome- 
where, let it be upon thoſe that are really in Fault; 
and not blame thoſe who are intirely innocent. Let us 
blame King Charles II. for making the French ſo pow- 
erful by Sea, without which they could never have 


been our Rivals, in any Branch of Trade whatever: 


Let us blame our own Country men, and the 1yiſb, who 
conſpire with the French, to ſtarve their Fellow- 
Subjects, by aſſiſting them in Running our Wool: Let 


us blame thoſe who yielded up Cape Breton, whereby 


thoſe encroaching Enemies of our Welfare, are enabled 


to underſell our American Fiſhermen at foreign Markets: 


And, laſtly, let us blame our own Negligence, and In- 
dolence, if not Infatuation, which has ſuffer d them to 
improve their Ea - India and Sugar Trade, to ſo great a 
Degree, to the Deſtruction of ours, when, by a few 
good Regulations, we might have render'd both! im- 
practicable to them.

It would be very well for Great Britain, could the 
honourable Gentleman make good this Aſſertion: I am 
apt to believe, were this as evident, as he is pleaſed to 
| SUPPOSE, and repreſent it, our M---y, as much averſe 
as they ſeem to be to violent Meaſures, would have 
had Recourſe thereto, long before now: But what do 
I fay, they would have had Recourſe thereto® Have they 
not already tried it? And what was the Effect there- 
- of? Have we forgot Admiral Hoſer's lying ſo long at 
the Bafimento® And does not every one remember 
the Clamour that was raiſed about it? Is ſuch another 
Pretence wanted, to add Fuel to the Fire, and raiſe 
yet greater Clamours againſt the Government, if not a 
downright Inſurrection? We thank the Gentleman 
for his Friendly Advice, and, I hope, ſhall be wiſe 
enough to make a proper Ule of it. | 
: Well then, blocking up the Galleons, &c. will not 
do: What will? Mut we have an open and vigorous; 
War? Let us ſee, what Advantages, we may rea- 
ſonably expect from thence; and whether they will 
counterballance the Damages that muſt inevitably 
follow. _— ; 

{ ſhall ſay nothing of a Land Mar, becauſe every one, 
even the meanett of the Populace, know that is not 
practicable; there are many Witneſſes of all Ranks, 
ill living, who ſtill iaform us, what were the Fruits 
of the lait fatal Land Mar in that Country; Experience 
has ſufficiently ſhewn, that there is no ſuch Thing, as 
preſerving any Conqueſts we may make in that King- 
dom; but that, after the Loſs of Thouſands of brave 
Men, to gain them, with the utmoſt Danger, and Dif- 
ficulty, the Spaniards always recover'd them, with the 
oreateſt Eaſe imaginable: And if we could not maintain 
our Conqueſts there, after the Earl of. Peterborough's 
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unparalle!'d and incredible Exploits, when we had ſub- 
dued almoſt one Half of the Kingdom, and were ſup- 
ported by a formidable Alliance, what can we expect 
now, when we not only have none of theſe Advan- 
tages, but when the whole Nation are inflamed againſt 
Well then, I take it for granted, if we engage in any 
War with Spain, it muſt be by Sea; and let us examine 
What great Advantages we may promiſe ourſelves from 
thence, to countervail our certain Loſſes. 
If we attack them in Europe, the utmoſt we can do, 
as my worthy Friend has juſtly obſerved, is to bom- 
bad ſome of their Sea-Port Towns, and ravage their 
Coaſts; which cannot be done without ſome Danger 
and Loſs, and muſt be without the leaſt Profit to our- 
ſelves: For, as to Deſcents, if we ſhould defign to 
' make any, it would not be practicable, with a confi- 
derable Number of Land Forces; which could not be 
tranſported to Spain but at an immenſe Charge; and 
even then we ſhould have no Reaſon to flatter ourſelves 
with the Expectation of any Advantages, that would 
counterballince our certain Expence, and our Loſs of 
all our Trade with that Nation: Not to mention the 
Captures, their Privateers might make, in the mean 
While, of our Merchant Ships trading to Li, bon and the 
Levant ; whilſt their own Veſſels would keep cloſe in 
their Harbours, where we ſhould not be able to attack 
them, with any Proſpect of Succeſs. Would the Caſe 
be much alter d, ſhould we carry the War to their Do- 
minions in the Weft-Indies? I fear not. Their Gold 
and Silver would be carried up into the Country, where 
a it would be impoſſible for us to come at it; and even 
their Shipping would be laid up in their ſtrongeſt Har- 
bours, where the very attempting to burn them would 
de attended with the utmoſt Danger. What then be- 
comes of all thoſe fine viſionary Schemes, thoſe Golden 
Dreams, and airy Bopes, with which ſome Perſons 
have long affected to feed the Minds of the Populace? 
Is this a likely Way to put an End to the Clamours of 
the Multitude? Or is it the Way to obtain the Redreſs 
g ; Or 
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of our Grievances, or to render all Application for Re- 
dreſs utterly impracticable? Is it the Way to heal our 
unfortunate. Breaches and Diviſions, or to make the 
whole Nation a Scene of Anarchy and Confufion? If

that INTEGRITY (as old- faſhion d a Virtue as they may 
eſteem it) together with the greateſt Abilities, is both 
expected, and required by a brave and free People, in 
thoſe who are intruſted at the Helm; nay, that not 
even the greateſt Capacity, without Integrity, will 
make ſuch a People fit eaſy under their Rulers. 

I agree, with the honourable Gentleman, that the 
only Diſpute between us, is whether the Terms ob- 
tain d are as beneficial, as might have been expected, in 
the preſent Juncture of Affairs; though I ſhall readily 
concur with him, in owning, that it is not altogether ſo 
favourable as I could with; at whoſe Door the Blame 
is to be laid, that it is not fo; is what I ſhall not, at 
preſent; take upon me to determine.

As $ incapable as I am of entering into a Debate of 
this Nature, I can't with that Duty I think 1 
owe my Country, and thoſe I have the Honour to 
repreſent, fit ſtill and only give a Negative to the Que- 
ſtion before us: For I look on the Addreſs, that is pro- 
poſed to be made his Majefty, to be no more than a 
Vote of Appprobation of the Meaſures taken by. the 
Adminiftration, and of Thanks for the Rleſſing the 
Nation has obtain'd by the Convention with Spain, of 
which I once ſaid before, had a Meſſenger with proper 
Inſtructions been ſent over in a Fiſher-Boat, he would 
have brought us back a better than that we have got. 
As to any Compliments that are to be paid his Majeſty, 
no one is more ready to join in them than myſelf; but 
as by the Laws of this Land the K ing can do no Wrong. 


ſo I look on this Convention as the Work of the Mini- 


ſter, and as ſuch I ſhall ſpeak of it; and that it is ſo, is 


clear for every Body, let him be never ſo dim-ſighted 


(that has not had Duſt thrown into his Eyes) muſt fee 
that this glorious Convention, that has coſt the Nation 
not above Half a Million of Money, is more a Minfte- 
rial Expedient to get over this Seffion of Parliament, 
than a Thing calculated either for the Dignity of the 
Crown, the Satisfaction of the Merchants, or Repara- 
tion for the repeated Inſults on the Honour of the Na- 

tion. ; | 
When I firſt read the Convention, I was ſurprized 
to find that our indiſputable Right to free Navigation, 
and no Search at any Diftance from Land, was to be 
reterr'd to Plenipotentiaries at a future Congreſs : The

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4 referring an indiſputable Right, is a Manner weakening _ 
| the Title, not that I apprehend that any Miniſter at 
home or abroad will' ever dare give.up this Right of 
ours. | | 
But why is this to be diſcuſſed in a future Treaty? 
Why after the Reſolutions the Parliament lait Ver 
came mto, was not this the firſt Article in the Conven- 
tion. Sine qua non, as to any Treaty with Spain, can 
there be any one weak enough to imagine, that Pleni- 
potentiaries fitting at a round Table with Pen, Ink and 
Paper before them, can procure for this Nation, what 
our Fleet could not have done laſt Year, with Caanon, 
Powder and Ball. | 1 | 
Beſides, by having deferr'd doing ourſelves Juſtice, 
England may have loſt a very lucky Juncture: France 
and Spain was not then on ſo good Terms, as. I am a- 
fraid they are at preſent. Had the Spaniards been at- 
mck'd laſt Year in Neu- Spain, we ſhould have found 
them unprovided, their Garriſons without Men, and 
their Fortifications out of Repair. But this they have 
taken Care to remedy for the Future, by the great 
Number cf Troops they have fince ſent thither, and 
y working Day and Night at their Fortifications, | 
But as, on the one Hand, they are grown ſtronger; 
ſo we, on the other, are grown weaker and poorer : 
We, Sir, laſt Year, threw. away a vaſt Sum of Money 
to no Purpoſe, but to be laugh'd at by all Nations; and 
they, by our Leave, are bringing home, in their Gal- 
tons, vaſt Sums of Money to be employ'a againſt us, 
What have we been doing, for theſe laſt Twent 
Years but negotiating to no Purpoſe? What is there 
in this Treaty more than in all former ones? Did not 
Spain, dy the Treaty of Madrid, in the Year 1721, 
which Treaty was confirm'd by another in the fame 
Year, call'd tne Triple Alliance, J bebe that all for- 
mer Treaties fnould be confirm'd,afd expreſly promiſed 


that all Goods, Merchandizes, Money, Ships, and o- 
ther Effects, which have been ſeized as well in Spain 
28 the Indies, ſhould be ſpeedily reſtored in the ſame 
Kiad, or according to the jult and true Value of them, 
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at the Time they were ſeized : Has there been à Tittle 
of this perftorm'd? Has our Merchants ever had any 


Satisfaction made them for their Ships, their Effects 


and Money they were plunder'd of? Why no. 
But yet every Man, that at that Time, did not be- 
lieve they ſhould, was look'd upon as a Facobite, a 
Man diſaffected to his Majeſty, or at leaſt to his Miniſter, 
Which was as bad, if not worſe. So far were the Spa- 


niards from performing one Article of this Treaty, chat 


they uſed us worſe than ever; and ſo continued doing 
till the Merchants came with freſh Complaints, which 
they laid again before the Eouſe of Commons, where I 
can't ſay, they were civilly uſed by ſome; however, 
they made out very clear the Allegations of the Peti- 
tion, and proved their -Lofles beyond Contradiction. 

Upon this vigorous Reſolutions were again enter d 
into by the Eouſe of Commons, to obtain Juſtice and 
Satisfaction for the Merchants ; and, in order to obtain 
it, our then and preſent Minifters, finding that they 
had not ſucceeded in any one Treaty they had yer 
made, enter'd into another, calld the Treaty of Seville, 
Ggn'd in the Year 1729. 5 | 

By the firſt Article of this Treaty all former Trea- 
ties of Peace, Friendſhip and Commerce, are again re- 
'new'd and confirm'd ; and Spain expreſly promiſed not 
. to do any Thing, nor ſuffer any Thing to be done, 
that might be contrary thereto, directly or indirectly, 

In the fourth Article of thi; Treaty, it is particularly 
agreed, that the Commerce of the Ezgliþ Nation in 
America, ſhould be exerciſed as hertofore : And that 


Orders ſhould be diſparch'd without any Delay to the 
Indies for that Purpoſe. | 


By the ſixth Article of it, Commiſſaries were to be 


named who were to ſettle the Limits and Pretentions 


of the Merchants: And promiſed to execute puattually 


and exactly, within fix Months, what ſhould be de- 
cided by the ſaid Commiſtaries, who were to make their 
Report in three Years; but there being nothing done 
in the fir three Years, the -Term was renew'd for 


: three 
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| three Years more, in order to do nothing-------, which 
ſucceeded accordingly. | 
And I remember very well, that an honourable Gen- 
tleman on the Floor * oppoſite to me, did, at the 
Time of the making this Treaty often ſay, that he was. 
fure if the Government would give the Merchants the 
Money that was to be allow'd the Commiflaries, they 
would get more by that, than from the Treaty, which 
I think has proved but too true; for thoſe Gentlemen 
for themſelves, have not received leſs than Twenty 
thouſand Pounds; whereas the Merchants have not 
received twenty Pence. 
But yet at that Time, this honourable Gentleman, 
as well as myſelf, and all thofe who thought as we did; 
were look d upon as a Set of diſaffected People, as they 
arenow who don't like the Convention, and expect no 
more Good from it, than from all the former Treaties. 
And as for my Part, J own I expect no Good from 
it, but apprehend much Hurt: Our Right to free Na- 
vigation and no Search not being inſerted in it, but left 
to Commiſſaries. | | 
I find alſo, by what I cafl the Preliminary Article, 
the King of Spain's Proteſt, that the South-Sea Com- 
pany's Aſſiento Contract will be annulled by the Com- 
pan y's having refuſed (a few Days ago, in a full Court) 
to pay the Sixty eight thouſard Pounds, the King of 
Spain demands of them by that Proteſt deliver'd to Mr. 
Keene. What Authourity Mr. Keene could have to 
make this Bargain for the South-Sea Company, and 
give up a Property they are entitled to, by Vertue of 
Treaties and Acts of Parliament, I can't apprehend. 
And tho their Loſs may be no national why a yet ſo 
great a Body of Engliſhmen, whole Property 1s. con- 
cern'd, deſeryes at leaſt the Protection of Parliament. 
The next Thing that I have good Reaſon to believe 
will be given up, or at leaſt taken from us, is Georgia, 
though hitherto ſupported by great Sums of Money 
given by Parliament, and granted by a Royal.

Account for it: This is not at all improbable, when 
we conſider how induſtrious our Miniſtegs have been

Now I have been wins you, what I appreherid we 
ſhall loſe, let us ſee a little, what it is we have a Pro- 
ſpect of getting : That of no Search, free Navigation, 
and Satisfaction for our Merchants, I am fure it won't 
be, for the Reaſons I have mention'd before, as well 
as from what fell from the honourable Gentleman that 
ſpoke laſt, for it is not to be. ſuppoſed, but what as far 
as fair Means would go, every Method has been alrea- 
dy tried ; and he juſt now as good as told us, we could 
proceed by no other; for that we had neither Money 
to go to War with, nor Friend nor Ally in the World 
to ſupport us; and he muft know, who has been our 
grand Negociator for theſe ſu twenty Years. A pretty 
Account, I muſt own, he has given us. of the Succels 


of his Negociations, / as well as prudent Declaration from 
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But by this Treaty he tells us, there is to be ample 
Satisfaction given to our. Merchants; 'how far they are 
fatisfy'd with this Convention, the t ouſe may judge, 
from what they have heard them declare at the Bar. 
He fays, they are to receive One hundred and fifty 
thouſand Pounds, which will be in full Satisfaction of 
their Loſſes, though by the Bye, their Demands on 
Spain were for Three hundred and forty thouſand 
Pounds; but our Commiſſary, by a Stroke of his Pen, 
reduced them to Two hundred thouſand Pounds, be- 
ing as he thought full enough for our Merchants; and 
then to induce Spain to Prompt-Payment Forty five 
thouſand Pounds more was ſtruck off, which brings it 
to the Sum the honourable Gentleman hs mention'd 
Spain is certainly to pay us: And upon this Point, I 
find, he chiefly ſeems to extol the Goodneſs.of the Con- 
vention, and the Ability of the Minifters in bringing 
Spain to this Condefcention : for that Spain paying the 
Money was owning her Fault, and declaring the Ille- 
gality of her Proceedings. In anſwer to this, in the 
firſt Place, dont believe Spain will ever pay us a Far- 
thing of the Money; and in the next Place, ſuppoſe the 
Money mention d ſhould be paid the Merchants, let us. 
. fee how much Spain is to pay us of it. 
Why in the firſt Place, towards making up the One 
hundred and fifty five thouſand Pounds for the Satisfac- 
tion of the Merchants, Spain inſiſts on England allowing 
her Sixty thouſand Pounds, as the remaining Part of a 
Deb: due to her for having deſtroy'd her Fleet in the 
Year 1-513. Very gracious indeed, that they did not 
carry her Demands as far back as Queen ELIZABETH. 
Reign, tor the Fleet then deſtroy'd: -* Fs 5 
But as ſtrange as this Demand of Spain may ſeem 
from her, it is much more. ſo in thoſe who have agreed 
to it; for it has been already once fatisfy'd, as appears 
by thoſe Papers on your Table, which are.Copies of 
the Inſtructions ſent to our Miniſters in Spain at the 
Freaty of S ville wherein is mention'd as foliows: In 
caſe Spain ſhall make any further Demands of you for 
the Loſs of their Fleet, Actroyed by Sir George Hyg.

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afterwards Lord Torrington, you are to tell the Spaniſb 
Miniſters, that Spaiz has been already r

Another Time, Spain paid themſelves this Demand, 
by ſeizing the South-Sea Company's Effects, Spain at 
that Time de luring, that they were ſeized and kept on 
that Account: But what does it fignify, if, for the 
8 ke of obtaining this moſt advantageous Convention, 
we ſhuuld pay it her a third Time? And then it re- 
duces what Spain is to pay us to Ninety five thouſand 
Pounds. AED . 
In the next Place, towards paying the Ninety five 
thouſand Pounds, the King of Spain infifts, by his Pro- 
teit as I mention'd before, that the South-Sea Company 
ſhall immediately pay him Sixty eight thouſand Pounds, 
being a Debt due to him from the Company, on one 
Head of Accounts; though at the fame Time, on other 
Heads of Accounts, his Majeſty is indebted to the Com- 
pany a Million over and above, as appears on your 
Table, for which they are to ſtay his Time. 
| Now theſe two Sums make One hundred and twenty

For by thoſe Articles Spain is to deduct out of the

taken. Ind England is alſo to allow Spain the Value of 
the Sr, Thereſa, a Ship of theirs, that had been ſeized in 
the Port of Dublin, in the Year 1735. All this is ta be 
ſettled by our Plenipotentiaries, and I think we ſhall 
come off well, if, on the Ballance of Accounts, inſtead 
of receiving the Twenty ſeven thouſand Pounds, we 
han t be obliged to pay * Overplus to Spain, 1 = 
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ends, Sir, a ſhort Narrative of the ample Satisfaction 
England is to receive from Spain for the Three hun- 
dred and forty thouſand Pounds due to her Merchants. 
A moſt glorious Convention I muſt own, and ſuch a 
Maſter- piece in Politicks, that I dare fay none of the 
Machiavilions of the Age, but our own at the Head of 
Affairs, could have thought of. 
But yet, after all this, we ſhall be told J dare fay, 
that this thorough Diſlike to the Convention, and 
Flame the Nation is in, is raiſed only by a Parcel of 
Merchants, and diſcontented People, who only want
